Investigation of the bituminous 
satid deposits in northern Alberta 
will be undertaken shortly as the 
first step in the two year program 
of development of this valuable Al- 
berta resource by the Scientific and 
Industrial Research Council of Al- 
berta.

Ralph Connor, the well known 
Canadian novelist, collected recent- 
ly from a half-breed voyageur in 
the Canadian Northwest a highly 
interesting folksong which will be 
sung at the Vancouver Sea Music 
Festival next January by Ulysse 
Paquin, of Montreal. This song 
is half French, half English, the 
first part being the story of a ha- 
bitant Colin while the chorus is an 
English sea chanty, “Blow ye 
winds of morning’. This bi-ling- 
ual song appears to have been pop- 
ular many years ago at a time 
when white pine was exported in 
large quantities on the old sailing 
ships from Quebee which carried 
overseas the logs rafted down the 
St. Lawrence from the Ottawa 
River. The word ‘chanty’ is con- 
sidered by some anthorities as con- 
nected with the ‘shanties’ of the 
Quebee lumberjacks who frequent- 
ly were sailors as well as woods- 
men and always sang at their 
work. According to Ralph Connor,

he recorded this song was a hand- 
some chap with beautiful voice and 
manners and was a first-class 
canoeman.

By a primary coat is meant the 
first, or primary, coat of paint or 
varnish on any surface of wood, 
metal or plaster. The first object of 
the priming coat is to stop most of 
the suction, present to a great extent 
in wood and plaster, so that the fin- 
ishing coats will stand out with a 
uniform degree of gloss, or, in the 
case of flat-wall paint, with a uni- 
form degree of flatness.

| Hens Fed Wheat Only 
Average 50 Eggs Per Year 


Of the three phases of poultry 
raising—fecding, breeding and 
management, there is no doubt 
that feeding is commercially im- 
portant and to be really profitable 
one must have a well hred-to-lay 
flock, take good care of them, feed 
good feed and keep the poultry 


‘| house sanitary. 


Low average egg production is 
undoubtedly due to feeding hens 
entirely on whole grain. Hens fed 
on grain and given al] they want 
and allowed free range, :verage fif- 
ty eggs per year. Biologically test- 
ed mash has produced 800 egg hens 
at a small additional cost above 
grain fed hens. The objects of feed- 
ing are to maintain the body in 
good health, to promote the mest 
rapid ond efficient growth to obtain 
maxitnum egg produc tion. A hen 
requires from 75 to 90 pounds of | 
feed per year; 60 to 8U per cent 
goes to body maintenance. When 
it is expected to produce several 
times her weight in eggs in the 
course of a year and one that lays 
200 two-ounce eggs produces ap- 
proximately 44 oz. of egg shells. 
that is one of the reasons why min- 
erals play such an important part 
in poultry feeding Ifthe feed is 
not sufficient in mineral protein or 
carbohydrates the bird’s system is 
unquestionably severely strained, 
The ration for a laying hen must 
include the necessary ingredients 
in the right amount to nourish all 
parts of the body and make eggs. 
She inay Jay for some time at the 
expense of her body tissues but ul- 
timately the result is lower egg pro- 
duction and higher mortality. 


The materials that compose feeds 
are chemically classified as carbo- 
hydrates, fat, protein, ash and 
water. “Ihe carbohydrates and fat 
consist essentially of earbon and 
water, the function of which is to 
supply heat, energy and fat for the 
body tissues also yolk for the egg 
The proteins form the fle-h, feath- 
ers, tendons, blood and white of 
the ege. Proteins in the feed 
should be as nearly like tne pro- 
teins forming the chicken ard the | 
egg as possible. Ash or minerals | 
play an exceedingly important part | 
in poultry nutrition. A laying hen 
needs a large quantity of minerals 
and to feed a ration deficient in 


minerals will tend to have weak 
bones and tissnes, look thin and is 
subject to disease. Large amounts 


of calecinm are required for bones, 
egg shells and tissues also quanti- 
ties of phosphorous, scditm ard 
chlorine are required for blood, 
bones and tissues, If a hen is not 
given » sufficient quantity of min- 
erals she will either stop Jayi:g@ or 
decrease the size of the egg or pro- 
duce wenk shelled eggs Feed 
which consists of large quantities of 
mash gives them large quantities of 
minerals thus enabling the fleck to 
maintain body weight under the 
atrain of heavy egg production 


The cod liver meal and oil in the 
mash not only supplies quantities 
of minerals but ensures full miner- 
al nutrition to the other feeds in 
the mash, conditions the blood, 
strengthens the texture of the shell 
hen in winter 
and summer aad also during the 
moulting season,
